The “final end" of the battle for 
Okinawa is in flight, largely becau.se Americana perfected 
a defense against kamikaze (suicide) planes, Tokyo's press 
end radio admitted today as American headquarters an­ 
nounced capture of the big Naha airport and further cnm- 
pressing of the remaining Nipponese garrison.

There are numerous speck's of 
caterpillars attacking shnde trees, 
shrubs, vines and other ornamental 
and food plant*.

In this case a 1:5 dust com­ 
posed of calcium arsenate/ and hy­ 
drated lime is recommended until 
cabbage heads begin to form, there­ 
after a rotenone dust is advised for 
safety. Most shade tree caterpillars 
should be combatted with arsenate 
of lead in water, at a general rate 
of l ’» pounds to 56 gallons of water 
or about 2 level tablespoonfuls to 
a gallon. 
Vine and stalk borers cannot be 
reached with insecticides after they 
begin to burrow in the plant. Pre­ 
vention Is a vital step in control of 
borers. In the Interest of prompt

Insect Pests As Groups 
In the war against insects which 
prey on garden crops, fruit and all 
ornamental plants experience leads 
to Identification of the Individual 
species and knowledge of means lo j 
combat each according to its habits 
and requirements.
